He Selected 


^ ^erre Salinger, who was 
press secretary to the late Presi 
dent Kennedy, says it was he, 
and not Mrs. Kennedy, who se- 
lected William Manchester to 
write the book, “The Death of 
a President”, about the assas- 
sination. 


Salinger said that Manchester 
made an agreement and failed 
to keep it. 

“It was not Mrs. Kennedy 
who chose him to write the 
book; I'm ashamed to say that 
it was I who selected Manches- 
ter, and I negotiated the cbn- 
tract with him,” he said: 
Salinger, who was here to 
deliver a lecture last night at 
Curry College, said th^contract 
was made within 60 days (of the 
assassination, and when those 
close to the late President still 
were under heavy stress. 


“In retrospect, I probably 
would not have hired any writer 
— but this is hindsight,’' he said. 

‘Mrs. Kennedy told him many 
things— feeling that she had the 
protection of the contract— and 
after that many things hap- 
pened, One of them was $650,000 
— that could change many 
things.” 

Manchester reportedly re- 
ceived that amount for the pub- 
lication of excerpts from his 
book in Look magazine. 

“you must remember that 
Manchester’s description of 
.what people did and said and 
remember of that time was of ; 
people who were under very 
heavy stress. Can anyone ex-' 
pect people like that to be ra- 
tional, completely coherent? I 
know I was 8,000 miles way 
and I wasn’t,” he said. 

SaUnger said that he is con- 
vinced the Warren Commission 
“accurately pinpointed the as- 
sassin and that he acted alone.” 
He said that he did not think 
that the writers of several books 
who have cast doubt on the 
Warren Report “'have added 
anything to our knowledge.
